Like a post-rock 
ice cream shop, Ecstattic Forever samples 
every flavor of DIY guitar music, from the 
psychedelic grunge-pop of Lunch Duch¬ 
ess’ “Cry” to the shadowy doomgaze of 


Elliot Reed and Yume Nikki’s collaboration 
“Frozen.” The comp’s 16 tracks — includ¬ 
ing cuts by Strange Relations, Joey Joey 
Michaels, and Ego Death — define Jaafar’s 
“artist-fi” recording style, which, as he puts 
it, captures “however dirty, clean, wet, dry, 
big, small, or whatever the song (and its 
composers) require.”

So far as we know, Marlon James didn’t 
actually do all that much fiction writing 
in 2015. But it was last fall that James, a 
professor at Macalester College in St. Paul, 
learned he had won the Man Booker Award, 
the most prestigious literary prize in the 
United Kingdom, for his A Brief History 
of Seven Killings. The novel, his third, is a 
sprawling tale built around a true story of 
an assassination attempt on Bob Marley 
in James’ native Jamaica. The book wraps 
in drug warlords, the CIA, and crooked 
politicians corrupting the island nation’s 
soul. It’s not that James set down his pen in 
2015. The author produced a series of essays 
for the Guardian, and one in the New York 
Times, recounting his years as a closeted 
gay man in Jamaica, a frequent wannabe 
New Yorker, and, then unexpectedly but 
happily, a Minnesotan.

The Bob Dylan Mural

Last year, a five-story mural was created on 
a downtown building at the corner of Fifth 
Street and Hennepin Avenue. The piece, 
which pays homage to the life of Bob Dylan, 
was designed by Brazilian artist Eduardo 
Kobra, who also enlisted the help of local 
muralists Erin Sayer and Yuya Negishi. 
As soon as it went up, debates began over 


social media concerning its very existence. 
“Why Bob Dylan? What has he done for 
the Twin Cities lately?” some asked. “Why 
isn’t there a mural for Prince?” inquired 
others. “Is this my tax dollars at work?” 
others wondered. (No, this is not your tax 
dollars at work. The project was privately 
funded.) While some continue to question 
the validity of the mural, the whole scandal 
felt like a tempest in a teapot. The three 
faces of Bob Dylan will be looming above 
commuters indefinitely. Twin Citians will 
continue to take pride in Bob Dylan. And 
despite the negativity of some, many locals 
think the mural is pretty darn awesome.

There’s a lot more to this project than 
simply a vibrant, nautilus-like design on 
a wall, paths curving into a similar pattern 
between flower beds, and some big red 
chairs. In creating the Urban Flower Field 
in Pedro Park near Lowertown in St. Paul, 
Amanda Lovelee designed an outdoor living 
room for the neighborhood and its visitors. 
On summer nights, residents can be seen 
enjoying takeout from nearby restaurants, 
a glass of wine brought down from their 
apartment across the street, or just each 
other’s company. But this public art project 
is also a science project. University of St. 
Thomas researchers regularly test the 96 
biodiverse flower plots to see whether the 
flora is extracting toxic substances from 
the urban soil. And the plots are actually 
arranged in a shape representingthe golden 
mean, which in philosophy designates bal¬ 
ance or the desirable middle between excess 
and deficiency. Lovelee, Public Art St. Paul’s 
artist-in-residence, didn’t do it alone. The 
creative team includes Adam Kay, director 
of environmental science. University of St. 
Thomas; muralists Ed Charbonneau and 
Jeremy Szopinski; Don Ganje and Bianca 
Paz of St. Paul Parks and Recreation; and 
agroecologist Paula Westmoreland of Eco¬ 
logical Design.

At the 
company’s tiny space in northeast Min¬ 
neapolis, the play’s tight confines only 
upped the tension in a story about rape and 
revenge. After that, most companies would 
have been locked into their next show. 
The flexible folks here instead were able 
to program another Mastrosimone play. 
Sunshine. The intimate setting remained, 
which allowed the audience to really ride 
along with the actors. Artistic director 
Sara Marsh has, over the course of a few 
years, crafted a must-attend company out 
of a simple desire to put on great shows 
with great acting.

BEST PLAY 

An Octoroon 

Mixed Blood Theatre is never shy about 
prodding and provoking the audience, as 
it often dives head-first into issues of race, 
inclusion, and power. Branden Jacobs- 
Jenkins’ play burns with nuclear heat, as he 
digs into TVmerican race relations through 
a 19th-century melodrama about slavery. 


The presentation made for an uncomfort¬ 
able evening, as it featured a white actor 
in red face, a Latino in black face, and a 
black actor wearing white face. The crude 
racial politics of the original (considered 
quite progressive for the 1850s) forced 
the audience to confront just how far the 
nation has come over recent decades. None 
of this would have worked without a tip¬ 
top cast, led by William Hodgson playing 
both aversion of Jacobs-Jenkins and the 
“heroic” white lead in the melodrama. It 
made your blood boil to watch, but also got 
stuck in the brain for weeks, hell, months, 
after the run had ended. 

BEST MUSICAL 

Sweeney Todd: 

The Demon Barber 
of Fleet Street 

Oh, did Theatre Latte Da hit a bloody 
home run with Sweeney Todd. It’s not like 
they didn’t have great material to work 
with — the Stephen Sondheim/Hugh 
Wheeler musical has been lauded for 
decades — but director Peter Rothstein 
brought his own distinct touch by put¬ 
ting performers better known for their 
acting than their singing in the two lead 
roles. It worked wonders, as Mark Ben- 
ninghofen (the murderous barber) and 
Sally Wingert (his cannibalistic partner 
in crime) brought a rough reality rarely 
seen in the show. It didn’t stop there, 
as set designer Kate Sutton-Johnson 
crafted a rusting, rotting London for all 
the actors to play out all of these dark 
deeds. In the end. Latte Da offered us a 
best-of-the-decade creation. 

BEST DIRECTOR 

James Napoleon Stone 

James Napoleon Stone and Theatre Coup 
d’Etat have never backed away from a 
theatrical challenge, and they took on a 
big one with Peter Shaffer’s Equus. It’s a 
work with epic scope, incredibly intense 
characters, and an old mythic take on 
violence. That made for a heady brew 
when director Stone took the show to 
a tiny St. Paul stage. Equus centers on a 
disturbed young man who has mutilated 
a prized horse. He matches wits with a 
psychiatrist who attempts to cure him, 
but eventually begins to doubt his task 
— and even his choice of career. Stone 
marshalled and controlled all of these 
thoughts and emotions, and kept the pro¬ 
duction at just the right temperature. It 
blazed with insight and intensity without 
burning up.

BEST ACTOR 

Adam Whisner 

Playing a monster — a strong, well- 
rounded monster that you understand 
as you are repelled — is a tough task. 
Plenty of actors are content to chew the 
scenery, scream about how evil they are, 
and call it a day Adam Whisner didn’t 
take the easy way out when he played the 
lead in Theatre Pro Rata’s The Woods¬ 
man. His character was a real monster: 
a child molester recently out of prison 
who still feels the old urges. Whisner 
(aided by Steven Fechter’s tight script and 
Eric Hoover’s deft direction) forced us 
to understand what made this man tick, 
whether we wanted to or not. This isn’t 
a one-time triumph for Whisner. Earlier 
in the year, he tackled Will, a conflicted 
evangelical Christian toiling away at a 
craft store, in Loudmouth Collective’s 
A Bright New Boise. Here was someone 
most people in the audience thought of 
as the “other” — and one whose views 
they most likely did not agree with — 
but Whisner still connected us to his 
character. 

BEST ACTRESS 

Regina Maria Willianns 

Regina Marie Williams is great in every¬ 
thing she does, whether belting out tunes 
at the Dakota Jazz Club or treading the 
boards in the likes of The Color Purple, 
Othello, or Ruined. Williams, at Chanhas- 
sen Dinner Theatres, pushed over the 
top with one of the most electrifying 
performances seen on any stage in the 
last year. Sister Act is aby-the-books mod¬ 
ern musical, pretty much following the 
story of the Whoopi Goldberg film. It 
offered a terrific chance for a performer 
to take charge of a stage and never let go. 
Between a strong personality and even 
stronger pipes, Williams did just that as 
she kept the audience’s focus like a magnet 
through every moment she was on the 
stage. Not only did it solidify her already 
lofty space in the local theater community, 
it introduced Williams to a whole new 
audience, who hopefully will follow her 
from the suburbs to the big city. 

BEST EMERGING 
ACTRESS 

Gracie Anderson 

Gracie Anderson welcomes audiences 
to share whenever she is onstage. That 
was clear last year at the Bloomington 


Civic Theatre’s (now known as Artistry) 
version ofHairspray. As Tracy Turnblad, 
Anderson needed to be the bright center of 
attention in the wild musical ride through 
1960s Baltimore and the burgeoning Civil 
Rights movement. She did that with a 
strong singing voice and even stronger 
performance that mixed comedy with 
just the right amount of heart. She played 
another strong woman in Freshwater 
Theater’s Pioneer Suite. There, she was 
a captivating Martha Dorsett, the first 
woman admitted to the Minnesota Bar. 
Her skills in these distinct roles mark 
Anderson as a performer to watch. 

BEST EMERGING 
ACTOR 

Kevin Fanshaw 

For young performers, finding a high- 
profile starring role can be a challenge. 
That’s particularly tough in the Twin 
Cities, with an ever-increasing cadre 
of talent that fights for the best parts. 
Kevin Fanshaw has quietly moved up the 
local chain, with character and featured 
roles on a variety of stages. Last fall, he 
got the chance to star in Theatre Coup 
d’Etat’s Equus, and he didn’t drop the 
ball. As crazed teenager Alan, Fanshaw 
exposed not just his full body in the play’s 
famous nude scenes, but dug so deep 
into his character’s broken psyche that 
it nearly hurt to watch. Yet it was impos¬ 
sible to turn away from any moment of 
the performance.

The Children’s Theatre Company’s inter¬ 
pretation of Jules Verne’s venerable tale 
was more a real-life video game than a 
staid performance. The audience was ush¬ 
ered through the bowels of CTC’s building, 
playing a gang of ensigns assigned to raid 
the Nautilus and find out what Nemo was 
up to. The team of Jorge Cousineau (sets), 
Craig A. Gottschalk (lighting), and Sean 
Healey (sound) made sure the immersion 
never wavered. As the audience moved 
from location to location, the visual and 
auditory delights continued, whether in 
the packed study of a trapped scientist 
(complete with antique typewriter that 
had a bit of Verne’s original book on the 
scrolled paper) or the overload of the 
finale on the Nautilus’ bridge, where a 
sea monster attack provided a final shock.

Of course, killer cocktails aren’t made with 
crappy hooch, and Oskey’s transition from 
shaker to still has been a success. Besides a 
refreshingly versatile gin and an oak-rested 
aquavit that’s among the best spirits cur¬ 
rently coming out of Minnesota, Oskey’s 
inner bartender needed myriad liqueurs 
(including Tattersall’s slightly pucker-y 
Cherry Heering alternative) to crank out 
proper cocktails. TVmbitious amari forays 
have been surprising early successes; they’ve 
yielded a tamer, more medicinal fernet than 
the eucalyptus bomb of Branca Haters could 
knock them for using a sourced bourbon (a 
fact they don’t hide). But that’s a whole lot 
less sinful than selling immature sawdust 
swill for $50 a bottle.

Any Minnesota-based small brewing 
operation is now free to sell growlers on 
the Lord’s Day, and distilleries can send 
customers home with enough to fill up 
the better part of a flask. These new rules 
were part of what was called the “Bloody 
Mary Bill,” so nicknamed because it also 
allowed restaurants to start serving alcohol 
at 8 a.m. for their early brunch crowd, 
instead of the previous 10 a.m. Because, 
dammit, we’re grown-ups, and if we want 
Sunday morning to feel more like Saturday 
night, that is our right as Americans. God 
forgive us.

If you’re the team 
behind Urban Organics, you turn the old 
Hamm’s building on St. Paul’s east side into 
a home for your aquaponics “farm.” 7\jid 
there you grow healthy food in the city, 
year-round despite a climate with one of 
the shortest growing seasons in the country. 
Aquaponics is a self-sustaining S 5 mibiotic 
system in which plants and fish co-exist. 
Fish waste fertilizes the plants, and the 
plants in turn filter the water the fish live in. 
The system can produce certified organic 
vegetables using less than 2 percent of the 
water used by traditional farming methods. 
The decision to locate the business in the 
former brewery is also a symbiotic one: The 
site has access to the naturally occurring 
wells that were used to produce beer. They 
now fuel the farm. The business supplies 
produce to local supermarkets and co-ops, 
while the fish go to area restaurants. Urban 
Organics is currently working on its second 
facility, in St Paul’s former Schmidt Brewery.

Bob Mould is no fossil, even more than 30 
years into a life as Twin Cities rock roy¬ 
alty that began in the ’80s when Hiisker 
Dii reimagined hardcore punk.

Dave Grohl, Mould has worked parallel 
to his younger followers in recent years, 
cranking out solo album after solo album.

Live performance is where Davina Sow¬ 
ers and her Vagabonds really shake their 
moneymakers. So it’s entirely fitting that 
Davina and the band strut their vintage 


finery on their new live album, Nicollet a 
Tenth, recorded at the Dakota, which is 
also where the release will be celebrated 
with six shows. The album could have 
easily been situated on Beale or Basin, 
though, since Davina’s sound is inspired 
by music that seeped out of saloons and 
brothels a century ago in Memphis and 
New Orleans.

DeMent happened upon the poetry of 
Russian Anna Akhmatova, she imme¬ 
diately felt compelled to set the poems 
to music on last August’s The Trackless 
Woods. Her aim? To better understand 
the work and provide a cultural connec¬ 
tion for her adopted Russian daughter. 
Akhmatova had a grim life, enduring wars. 
Stalinist persecution, and the banning of 
her poetry. But her poems are defiant in 
their ability to transcend it all, so “mar¬ 
velous sorrows might endure forever,” 
as she wrote in “Like a White Stone.” 
DeMent’s melodies and arrangements 
have a spare but emotionally rich beauty, 
her reedy voice quavering but resolute 
as she ranges among old-time country, 
gospel, and folk.
